To Blacklist Bad 
Automobile Risks 


Boston, Nov. 3.—Bad risks for 
automobile insurance are now to 
be virtually blacklisted under a 
plan now in operation in which 
insurance companies, Insurance 
Commissioner Wesley E. Monk 
and Registrar Frank E. Goodwin 
are co-operating. 

The experience of the first year’s 
operation of the compulsory insur- 
ance law has _ convinced offi- 
|cials as well as several insurance 
companies dealing in automobile 
j insurance that it is altogether too 
easy for automobile owners, regard- 
less of their records as such, to ob- 
| tain insurance. In many cases risks 
refused by one company were as- 
sumed by another, the second being 
unaware of the applicant’s bad 
record. 

Under the plan adopted there is 
|}to be a central bureau where the 
ecords of bad risks will be recorded,

While the average automobile en- 
gine requires a valve grinding job 
after every 3,000 miles to 10,000

Fight the Excise Tax NOW 


ECRETARY OF THE TREASURY MELLON has gone 

on record as advocating the permanent retention of the 
excise taxes on motor vehicles. At the opening session of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives he placed the power of his name and office behind the 
effort to make these taxes a permanent institution. 

In telling the Ways and Means Committee what he 
believes can be done and what he believes should’ not be 
done, Mr. Mellon goes into the question of motor taxes at 
length. Calling attention to the good roads program he 
argues that motors should contribute to their improvement, 
forgetting that Federal highway funds are only justified as 
a contribution to the general welfare. 

Saying that the motors are competing with the rail- 
roads he holds that the former should contribute to the road 
program. ignoring the fact that every automobile manufac- 
turer, distributor and dealer is today contributing to the 
general taxes just as the railroads are. 

He also predicts that should the motor taxes be 
repealed now they could not be reinstated in peace time 
and argues that since they constitute a widely spread

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LIGHT TRUCK IS 
BEST ARMY TYPE 


Heavy Models Prove 
Too Slow, First 
Tests Show 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Light 

trucks give excellent results, 
but heavy equipment has proved 
less suitable to needs of the army, 
it has been shown in tests of mo- 
tor equipment in all corps areas 
thus far, according to a statement 
by the Department of War. The 
full text of the statement fol- 
lows :— 

As a result of the tests of motor 
equipment which are being con- 
ducted in all corps areas, the War 
Department is commencing to receive 
recommendations. A motorizea 
regiment of anti-aircraft artillery 
recently has traveled several hundred 
miles on one-day field maneuvers, 
Yveraging twenty-five miles per day. 
Four movements involved more than 
sixty miles a day. Small detach- 
ments of the regiment in light | 
trucks made several trips averaging | 
100 miles per day. A small detach- | 
ment with light vehicles traveled | 
2,800 miles at an average rate of | 
180 miles per day. One battalion | 
moved by motor 320 miles, averag- | 
ing thirty-five miles per day. 

The light trucks of the regiment | 
gave excellent service and met the | 
demands made upon them, but the | 
equipment in a heavy type of truck | 
proved less suitable. When the regi- | 


ment was accompanied by these | 


heavy trucks, the marches were cur- 
tailed to from twenty-five to thirty- | 
five miles a day, due both to me- | 
chanical defects of the trucks and | 
to their inability to tow the three- | 


inch guns with greater speed. Their | 


rate proved much too slow to pro- 
vide a satisfactory maneuverability 
for an anti-aircraft unit. As a con- 


sequence, the regimental comman¢- | 


er has recommended that effort be 
made to secure a heavy truck which 
has both greater speed and tractive 
power.
